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1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for aU 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gooch (US 6,466,325) in view of Nakagawa et al (US 4,575,304). 

It is known to place one or more cameras on a robot arm to view markers 
placed on an object to help locate and control the robot arm relative to the object; 
see Gooch. Gooch notes that in the art it is known that the reference points can be 
placed in known positions (see column 1, lines 19-20). The root arm of Gooch carried 
a "end effector 17". It would have been obvious to use this known use of reference 
points on the object to help guide the robot arm with any end effector or the Hke, 
such as an instrument which measures the shape of the object; Nakagawa et al 
shows it is known to place an optical shape measuring arrangement on a robot arm. 
It would have been obvious to use the known reference system such as discussed in 
the Gooch reference with such a shape measuring apparatus because those in the 
art would have beheved that knowing the position of the measuring device 
accurately would have been useful in the accurate measurement of the shape of the 
object as a whole form the individual measurements at each location.
